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The Catalogue Pit, E have just begun work on the new edition of our 
catalogue which we hope to place on the 
for market early in the month of October. It 
1899 to 1900, will be our aim so to arrange the work that it 
will be suited to the tastes of the moderately 
advanced collector as well as for the general collector who discards minor 
varieties of shade, perforation, etc. In starting out from such a standpoint 
it will be impossible ‘to be absolutely consistent in respect to varieties, and 
therefore we shall suit the taste of the majority by differentiating between those 
countries where differences of perforation are generally collected and those 
which only the extreme specialist enters into the study of these varieties. 
For instance, in the case of the British Colonials, 12, 12% and 14 perfora 
tions are varieties rejected by but few, whereas in countries like Austria, 
Brazil, and dozens of others that might be mentioned, the number of those 
who collect the different perforations is insignificant in comparison with the 
total number of collectors. 

Of course, the most important element in constructing such 4 catalogue 
is the question of prices, and we cannot attain perfection in this respect 
although it will be our earnest endeavor to have the quotations reflect the 
actual value of stamps, based not only upon the supplies which are upon the 
market but also upon the demand which, in the case of a popular country, 
may place the value of one stamp far above that of a specimen of another 
country which is far rarer than the stamp first referred to, but which forms 
part of a series in which no particular interest is taken. While in our judg- 
ment, as we have already expressed it in these columns, the reductions made 
in the English Colonials by the leading dealer in England have, i 
cases, been far too drastic, we feel compelled to accept English au 
upon the value of English and British Colonial stamps, as the market 
these stamps is dominated by English dealers and collectors, and not on 
side of the water. In many cases we shall feel that the quotations are not a 
fair reflection of the comparative value of the stamps but prefer, on the 
whole, to accept the foreign notations and leave it for future editions to 
correct such errors as may have crept in. The prices of 
commoner kinds of foreign stamps will be reduced to corre 
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to the rates at which these stamps can be purchased at wholesale, and the 
same will apply to the common and medium varieties of the stamps of the 
United States, many of which were unduly boomed by speculators and 
collectors a few years ago, However, as to the unused stamps of the United 
States, we shall not allow ourselves to be led astray by the low prices obtained 
at auction for the straggling specimens which have appeared from time to 
time, the majority of which were not in extra fine condition and the prices 
realized for which can form no true basis for an estimate of value. A search 
among dealers’ stocks for fine specimens of the United States would soon 
prove to anyone how scarce these stamps really are,.and we feel certain that 
it will take but a few months to prove to the collecting fraternity that our 
ideas on this subject are correct and that those who think that these stamps 
have been wildly overpriced are in error. We, of course, must take into 
consideration the fact that the present season has been marked by the largest 
addition to the stamp collecting fraternity that any season has ever shown, 
and the effect of this is bound to be apparent in an increased demand for 
stamps during the approaching season. As soon as this demand materializes 
it will be seen that the supplies of many desirable stamps cannot keep pace 
with the demand for them, and that a closer approach to catalogue quotations 
will have to be maintained by dealers than has been the practice during the 
past two or three years.

His stock of 
stamps was exhausted and, anticipating the 
war and intending to ally himself with the 
Southern states, he did not wish to order 
further supplies from Washington. To meet 
the emergency he prepared adhesive labels 
and sold them in quantities to business 
houses. Letters which were deposited i 

the post office with these labels attached 
were marked ‘‘ paid in money” and, in due 
time, a proper accounting was made to the 
Post Office Department at Washington. The 
labels were usually removed before the let- 





ters were forwarded but occasiona one was 


overlooked; it was, however, the word ‘‘paid”’ 


and not the label that franked the letter. 
Furthermore, at the time of this issu the 
postmaster held his office under the gov- 


ernment of the United States and not that 
of the Confederate Sfates and, if it werea 
stamp, its place would be among the pro- 
Visional stamps issued by United States 
postmasters.

They are 
printed on greenish gray paper, much like 
that used for the originals. They may be 
distinguished by comparison with the plate 
which will accompany this work or by the 
following points : 

First counterfeit: There are three dots 
instead of four above the diamond in the bow 
of the figure 5. The curved line following 
the outline of the figure does not extend far 
enough to the left at the bottom. The letter- 
ing on the garter and the scroll below the 
bears is too well done (note especially the 
‘*E” of ‘‘wE”). The first curved line below 
the lettered scroll terminates on the right 
between the ‘‘1"’ and ‘‘c” of “‘orFIcE.” On 
the originals this line stops over the ‘‘1.”’ 
Also on the originals there is a mark, caused 
by a slip of the engraver’s tool, at the left of 
the upper curve of the ‘‘s” of ‘‘post.” There 
is no such mark on the counterfeit. 

Second counterfeit: There is a very heavy 
shading at the right of the figure 5. The 
four dashes below ‘“‘sAINT” and ‘‘LOUIS” are 
much too long, especially the lower three, 
which are little more than dots in the 
originals. Immediately above ‘‘Louis” in 
the originals is a long curved line, which is 
missing in the counterfeit. On the latter 
also the first curved line below the scroll on 
which the bears stand is much too long, 
beginning between the ‘‘o” and ‘‘s” of 
“post” and ending between the “1” and ‘‘c” 
of “‘orrice,” while on the originals it begins 
between the “‘s” and ‘‘T” and ends over 
the ‘‘1,” 

We have not seen any counterfeits of the 
10 and 20c stamps. The 2c stamps of St. 
Louis, which are occasionally seen, are purely 
fancy articles.

of September, 1861, so that the background 
of the stars becomes of uniform depth and 
the heavy curved line, which marks that 
variety, cannot be seen. But the fraud may 
be detected by observing the outer lines of 
the arabesques above the stars. These lines 
are single in the August and double in the 
September issue. 

1867, 1869 and 1870: 


The grilled stamps of these issues have 
been extensively counterfeited, genuine 
stamps without the grill being used for the 
purpose. The differences between the genuine 
and the fraudulent grills are so minute that 
it is not possible to describe them and only 
the greatest experts can distinguish them. 


OFFICIAL STAMPS. 


Department of State : 


The four higher values of this department 
have been imitated by photo-lithography. 
The counterfeits are usually marked ‘‘ fac 
simile,’’ and may be further distinguished by 
being on thick paper and perforated 11. 


CARRIER’S STAMPS,

terfeits are lithographed and differ in many 
minor details. Thereis a period instead of 
a hyphen, between ‘‘ PRE” and ‘‘ PAID”.

There being ten varieties of the stamps 
and an unknown number of the counterfeits, it 
is not possible to describe the differences.

The 12 cents is the only value of this issue 
of which we have seen a counterfeit. The 
paper is wove, the impression blurred and 
the letters and head too large. The originals 
measure 28x25% mm. The counterfeits 
are a full millimetre larger each way. 

We have not seen any counterfeits of the 
later issues except some attempts to imitate 
the fawn paper, especially for the 5c of 
1880-82, by coloring the commoner papers. 
The coloris usually too dark and the paper 
is soft and dull instead of hard and glossy. 
Official envelopes: 


The only counterfeits are some of the 
1873 issue of the Post Office Department on 
amber paper which has been bleached to 
make it appear white. The process has de- 
stroyed the sizing in the paper, leaving it al- 
most as soft as blotting paper. 


CONFEDERATE STATES. 


Counterfeits of both the provisional and 
regular issues are very numerous. Many 
are ofsuch poor workmanship that no one 
need be deceived by them. We describe 
the more dangerous varieties. 

Athens, Ga., 5c: 


Made inimitation of type I. The letters 
of the inscriptions are too thick. ‘‘ ATHENS "’ 
measures 15% mm., instead of 14 mm.

The originals are 
handstamped in blue. The letters of the 
counterfeits are 3 mm. high, instead of 2% 
mm., and the “5” is much too thick and 
heavy. 

Danville, Va. Envelope, 5c : 

In the counterfeits the ornamental part of 
the design appears to have been made from 
the original electrotype or an exact duplicate 
of it. The inscriptions are from a new font, 
the letters of which are too clear and sharp 
In all the genuine stamps which we have 
seen the word ‘‘ PAID” ‘is very irregularly 
set up, while in the counterfeits the letters 
are ina straight line. The counterfeits in- 
clude a ro cents but that value is not known 
among the originals. 

Goliad, Texas. 5c: 

A dangerous counterfeit of the type with 
‘*GOLIAD” in italics was placed on the 
market a few years ago. It is handstamped 
in dark violet ink on rose-colored paper. 
The genuine stamps are typographed in 
black. The counterfeits also bear a 
forged signature ‘‘CLARKE, P. M.” and are 
often cancelled ‘‘ PAID” in thin Roman 
capitals, 7mm. high. They are usually 
placed on old letters or covers designed to 
appear as such. 

Greenville, Ala. 5 and roc: 

The counterfeits are skilfully made but 
may be readily detected by the words 
‘* GREENVILLE, ALA." which are in Roman 
capitals, while on the genuine stamps they 
are in script. 


Knoxville, Tenn. 


The counterfeits of the adhesive stamps 
are lithographed on white wove paper. The 
genuine stamps are typographed on grayish 
laid paper. In the former all the lines, 
ornaments and letters are thin and scratchy. 
At the top the inner frame line extends at 
the left and touches the outer vertical frame 
line. 

The counterfeits of the envelopes are 
more dangerous than those of the adhesives. 
They are apparently made from the original 
die and type but freshly set up. In the 
genuine the ‘‘1"’ of ‘‘ KNOXVILLE” is under 
the space between the ‘‘T” and ‘‘A” of 
‘*pOsTAGE.”

Counterfeits of the envelope with ‘‘ PAID 
5" in manuscript are numerous. They are 
found on a great variety of papers. The 
original handstamp appears to have been 
used and a forged word and numeral added. 
Comparison with known originals or photo- 
graphic reproductions is the only safe test 
for these counterfeits. 

Regular issues. 


Counterfeits of all the stamps of the regu- 
lar issues are very numerous but most of 
them are roughly lithographed and do not 
require description. 

A toc stamp of the same design as the 5c 
of May, 1862 is occasionally seen. The 
plate for this stamp was made from a transfer 
of the 5c with the value altered. Stamps 
from this plate were never issued. This 
plate was acquired by a well-known New 
York dealer who had a duplicate plate made 
and stamps printed in ultramarine, carmine 
and black. As no such stamps were ever 
issued in the Confederate States further com- 
ment is unnecessary. 

The same dealer also had made from the 
roc plate two new plates for 5c stamps and 


from them exceedingly dangerous coun- 
terfeits were produced. They are typog- 
raphed on fine hard paper and closely 
resemble the London print. Some of the 
stamps have a misty appearance and the color 
of others has a slight greenish tint. The 
outer line and the lines around the medallion 
are a little too thick and the lower bar of 
the “ F” of ‘‘ FIVE” is too short. 

In recent years many genuine stamps have 
been fraudulently perforated. During the 
time the stamps were in use a very limited 
number were officially perforated as an ex- 
periment but it is not known what became of 
them. Some were also perforated by post- 
masters and private holders. This was 
usually done with a sewing machine. As 
this sort of perforation is easily imitated, 
collectors should exercise caution and pur- 
chase such varieties only from reliable 
sources. 

In addition to the counterfeits which we 
have described a large number of pretended 
stamps have been made with the object of 
deceiving collectors. They are entirely 
fraudulent and of no value. We shall 
present with this catalogue a plate illustrating 
many of them.

CARRIERS STAMPS. 


At the same time that the plates and rolls of the 1851-57 issue were 
delivered to the Continental Bank Note Co. the plates of the Franklin and 
eagle carriers’ stamps were also placed in their charge, with instructions to 

make reprintings from them. T his was done on two occasions, April 22nd, 
1875 and December 17th, 1875, 0n both of which dates 10,000 copies of 
each stamp were printed. 

The first printing of the Franklin stamps was made on remainders of 
the original rose-colored paper. The second printing was ona slightly 
thicker and softer paper of a paler tint. It is very difficult to distinguish 
the reprints on the first paper from the originals. The latter are found in 
bright blue, dull blue and dark dull blue. The reprints shade from a marine 
blue to indigo. But the best test is to be found in the printing. The 
impression of the originals is clear and fine while the reprints are too he: avily 
inked and often blurred. In the original stamps the backg ground of the 
medallion shows a hatching of diagonal lines. Traces of these lines can 
occasionally be seen in the reprints but, as a rule, the background appears to 
be solid. Around the medallion extends a tessellated band with rosettes at 
each corner. This band is composed of alternate light and dark diamonds 
crossed by groups of colorless lines. On the original stamps these lines are 
clear and sharp while on the reprints they are indistinct and 
with color, especially where they cross the dark diamonds. 

The reprints are imperforate and without gum. 

The reprints of the eagle carriers’ stamps.are on the hard white paper 
which was used for other reprints and special printings. They are also 
found on a coarsely woven paper which some have thought might be the paper 
of the American Bank Note Co., but it lacks the thickness and softness 
which characterize - ut paper. It is probably the paper used for the second 
printing. ‘The paper of the original stamps has usually a yellowish tinge and 
‘he stamps have a smooth gum, varying from brown to yellow-white, 
reprints are not gummed. 

The reprints were at first perforated 12 but they were afterwards issued 
imperforate. There is nothing in the records to show the number prepared 
and distributed of each variety. 

The plate, as used for the original stamps had no number but, 
to say, the reprints bear the number “1”. We do not know at 
this was added. 

The originals are found in greenish-blue, dark dull blue and indigo. 
The reprints are in bright deep blue and dark blue.

DEPARTMENT STAMPS. 


The special printings of the department stamps were made by the 
Continental Bank Note Co. from the plates then in use. With the exception 
of the 2, 3 and 6 cents of the Post Office Department, there was only one 
plate for each denomination of each series. The three stamps excepted were 
printed from plates 37, 36 and 47 respectively. An enumeration of the 
numbers of the other plates would be superfluous. 

The paper and perforation are the same as were employed for similar 
printings by the Continental Bank Note Co. Many of the stamps show the 
mutilation by scissors that was noticed in the regular issue of 1873. 

The colors do not differ materially from those of the stamps issued to 
the several departments. They usually appear to be a trifle paler and 
brighter but this may be due to the absence of gum and the whiteness of the 
paper. The 2, 3, 6 and 12 cents of the War Department have a brownish 
tint, which is not found in the other values of this set 

The stamps are ungummed and each is surcharged “spEcIMEN” in small 
block letters. The surcharge is in carmine on the stamps of the Agriculture, 
Navy, Post Office and State Departments. On the stamps of the other De- 
partments it is in blue. On a few of the stamps the word is spelled “sEpct- 
MEN” in error. hi 





variety occurs on the first stamp of the third horizontal 
row. It does not, so far as we know, exist on all the denominations that 


were surcharged. Furthermore it is known on certain stamps and yet is not 
found in entire sheets of the same stamps, thus proving that it did not exist 
at all times in the surcharging form. Either there was a mistake in setting 
up the form, which was afterwards corrected, or, while it was in use, some 
of the letters were dropped and replaced in wrong order. The error has 
been found on the following stamps

The paper is the crisp white paper that was employed for this work but 
in these stamps it seems to be more transparent than usual and 
tone.

The impressions are very carefully made. The values two to ten cents, in- 
clusive, are printed in a clear gray-black and the twelve to ninety-six cents, 
inclusive, in a soft pale rose.

author nor are they known to the leading specialists in United States stamps 
but there is no reason to expect the colors to differ from those of the sam 
stamps in regular use. 

On referring to the table compiled from the records, it will be seen that 
there were deliveries of certain of the lower values in 1883 and 1884. As the 
last of these deliveries was made about six weeks before the stamps were 
withdrawn from sale, and as the quantity of the remainders exceeds the 
number delivered, it is quite possible that none of the stamps of that printing 
were sold. The author has a copy of the two cents which is known to have 
been purchased from the office of the Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
It probably belongs to the lot delivered in 1873. The stamp is printed in

For the reprints of 1875 there was at least a poorexcuse. For the re- 
prints of the newspaper and periodical stamps of 1895 there is, in the 
eyes of good philatelists, absolutely no excuse to be offered. This issue is 
argely due to the efforts of one or two short-sighted dealers who, valuing a 
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present small profit more than the future good of philately, persuaded our 
post office officials to make the issue as a source of revenue. That the re- 
sult has been a disappointment to collectors and an injury to philately there 
can be no doubt, and stamp peddling is not an expedient which is commend- 
able in any government, least of all in a great and wealthy one. [fo add 
to the unpleasant features of the case, the reprints were not placed on the 
market as such but under the pretense that they were remainders. 

When it wa; proposed to sell to the public, at a nominal price, 50,000 sets 
of remainders of this issue, it was found that there was not on hand a 
sufficient quantity of five of the values, so reprints were made to supply 
the deficiency. The five values were the 5, 10, 20, 50 and roo dollars 
The reprinting was done in February, 1899, from plates 137, 138, 139, 135 
and 140.

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New STAmMPs FOR TASMANIA.—We quote én exfenso from the Austrai- 
tan Philatelist the following article which will be of interest to our readers 

‘Several correspondents have kindly sent us the following newspaper 
paragraphs :— 

‘Hobart, Tuesday.—Collectors of postage stamps all over the world 
will be glad to know that Sir Edward Braddon has ordered the Secretary of 
the General Post Office to send to England for a new set of stamps similar 
to those lately issued in New Zealand. These stamps will be illustrated with 
views of different places of interest in Tasmania. ann 

* The decision of the Government to lay in a new stock of stamps, letter 
cards, and other salable postal goods, may be regarded as an indication that 
the public officials connected with that department are waking up to a sense 
of the importance of letting the colony appear before the w orld in its. best 
clothes. Since the question of more effectively advertising Tasmania has 
been under discussion—a period covered approximately by the time that has 
elapsed since an industrial policy was outlined in our columns in 1897— 
distinct desire to move ahead has been apparent. It is evidently beginning 
to dawn upon those to whom the idea previously seemed preposterous that by 
more enterprise in certain directions, and more efficient organization, some 
departments of the public service hitherto regarded as encumbrances can be 
made reproductive, and that comparatively little expenditure is needed to do 
it. Brains rather than money are wanted to put the colony on something 
like a fair footing with its neighbors as regards dissemination of information 
concerning the island and its natural resources, The adoption of stamps and 
letter cards as mediums for advertising the attractions of the colony will help 
to convey to thousands of people beyond the shores of Tasmania some idea 
as to the charms of its scenery. Now the penny postage system is becoming 
general throughout the empire, the question of stamps of uniform color and 
size is being debated. It would certainly be an advantage to know that 
a green stamp represented the same price all over the empire, and that other 
colored stamps were similarly of equal value wherever bought. When we 
get federation it will be possible, of course, to have a uniform postage system 
throughout the Commonwe: alth , so that a Tasmanian halfpenny st: amp will 
be the same color as one obtained in any other colony.—Daily Telegraph, 
March 3

“A number of illustrated post and letter cards are also to appear, the 
latter with impressed 2d stamp in lilac. The cards are to be tinted, in size 
534x3% inches, and will bear the following views :—Hobart, Launceston, 
Great Lake, River Derwent (New Norfolk), St. Mary’s Pass and Mount Ida 
(Lake St. Clair). The order for the stamps has been placed in the hands of 
the engravers, and it is expected that they will reach the colony and be ready 
for issue in the course of a few months’ time.

In the April number of the Philatelic Journal of India we find a com- 
parison of the prices for surcharged Indian stamps as shown in the recently 
issued catalogues of Stanley Gibbons, L'd., Whitfield King & Co. and 
Bright & Son. The writer enters into a criticism of the method employed in 
determining values, claiming that the catalogue quotations do not in any way 
fairly represent the comparative rarity of the different stamps as based upon 
the number actually issued. We confess that the criticism is a just one, but 
with all the information in their possession we think it would be far better if 
some Indian collector or dealer would make it his business to publish a cata- 
logue of the values of these stamps as based upon actual rarity, and such a 
work would be far more valuable than a criticism upon the work of others 
without any attempt to furnish the real information necessary for the guid- 
ance of collectors. It is one of the easiest things in the world to criticise the 
compiler of a postage stamp catalogue, but when it comes to the making of 
such a work we find but very few to undertake it, and we venture to state in 
advance that the catalogues which are now in general use among collectors 
are far more accurate in the matter of actual values than would be the work 
of any of these amateur critics who are so apt to rush into print.

Cuba has had 10,000 1 cent No. 13 buff envelopes sent, surcharged 
simply “ Cuba.” 

Hereafter stamped envelopes for Cuba will be furnished from their 
special design, as this government has notified Director Rathbone that we are 
ready for business. I had the opportunity of seeing the envelopes that were 
sent to the Department, and the following is a description of them 

Un Centavo, on green back-grounc., the vignette of Columbus is em- 
bossed and is surrounded by 5 embossed circles ; the outer or first circle 
being dotted. ‘The space between the second and third circles is larger than 
the space between the other circles so as to include the lettering, which is 
also embossed. In this space the word “‘Cuba”’ is directly above the head 
of Columbus, and the words ** Un Centavo ” just beneath the bust. Directly 
in the front and the back appears the figure “1,’’ and between “ Cuba” are 
two dots and two leaves, 

The Dos Centavos (or 2 cent) is exactly the same except the color is red 

The Cinco Centavos (or 5 cent) has the same design excepting the color 
is blue. 

The envelopes have a very neat appearance and are by far much more 
attractive than our own 

The Un Centavo does not present as handsome appearance as the other 
two, as there is quite a difference between the busts of Columbus on this en- 
velope and on the other two ; Columbus looks haggard and care-worn, and 
from his appearance one would think that he was very sea sick. The other 
two are, however, very good ; and take it all and all it is a very creditable set, 
and no doubt they will be in great demand by stamp collectors.
